Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The provisional obviousness-type double 
patenting rejection of claim 13 over US application no. 09/854,568 is maintained for reasons of record. In addition, the obviousness-type 
double patenting rejections of claim 13 over US Patent No.'s 4,298,590 and 4,486,538 and the rejection of claim 13 under 35 U.S.C. 
102(b) as being anticipated by US Patent No. 4,486,538 are maintained for reasons of record. It is irrelevant that the antigenic epitopes 
were not known; these are inherent to the malignin protien. Thus, at least some of the monoclonal antibodies specific to maiignin in the 
prior art have the inherent property of specifically binding to a peptide of SEQ ID NO: 2, as instantly claimed. 
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
